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DETAILED ACTION 
Allowable Subject Matter 

1 . Claims 1 -5 and 8 are allowed. 

2. The following is an examiner's statement of reasons for allowance: 

The prior art of record fails to teach or to fairly suggest a device for transmitting 
and receiving data comprising: 

a transmitter coil and receiving coil; a common ferromagnetic coil on which both 
said coils are wound and whereby the receiver coil is excited for transmission of data by 
said transmitter coil; a reception oscillator circuit with said receiver coil forming an 
oscillator circuit; a transmission coil having an inductance associated therewith and a 
reception oscillator circuit having a resonant frequency; and a correction capacitor that 
corrects the frequency of the reception oscillator circuit upon deviation from the 
resonant frequency, as recited in independent claim 1 , and as specifically described and 
connected to the further elements recited in claims 2-5 arid 8.
